now in Nicaragua, When the 
Tenth Infantry under Colonel 
Greene arrives the U, S, troops 
will total 2000,

tablishes a precedent. The re­ 
quest was made on the grounds 
that American assistance is 
necessary to maintain peace,

I do not believe that these in­ 
stitutions are a complete remedy for 
all the 111 that human depravity in­ 
flicts on a people or for ail the wrong 
In government or in our industrial 
and commercial conditions, nor. on 
the other hand, do I believe them to 
be the mere im practical theories of 
socialists and dreamers. 
"The Australian ballot, the primary 
law, the referendum, the

the people and the recall are doubt­ 
less partly the result of abuse In gov­ 
ernment, national, state and munici­ 
pal, and partly the natural growth 
ana desire of the individual to par­ 
ticipate more fully in public affairs 
as the result of a wider and more 
liberal education. 
"A direct vote in tho prim ary is an 
evidence of growth. 
The American 
people have made up their minds to 
try this system. 
It has its defects. 
A ll forms of government have. 
It 
brings the government nearer to the 
people; It removes suspicion and dis­ 
trust and tends to publicity. The pri­ 
mary la a safety valve. 
"The initiative and referendum are 
a part of the same general movement 
in some respects of much less wis­ 
dom. 
The referendum, of course is 
the means by which we have always 
amended our constitution; but they 
involve a fundamental change In our 
system 
of 
government, 
one 
that 
should not lightly be adopted. 
"There 
may 
be 
circumstances 
where the recall of officials may be 
applied with advantage, but where we 
have short elective terms it is my 
opinion that the wiser provision is 
for removal of an officer for mis­ 
conduct in office, only after an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard.

care should bp taken not to apply the
